The Department of Agriculture has 


just issued a pamphlet- on the subject of 
railroad ties which contains interesting 
reading. 
The number of miles of jail- 


rond track in tho United States—which 
must not ba confounded with railroad 
mileage—is now reckoned at 187,000 
miles. At 2,640 ties to the mils, this 
would give tin aggregate number of 
495,000,600 ties, each tie containing 
three cubic feet of wood; the total 
amount of cubic feet of wood consumed 
in ties would thus be 1,485,000,000, 
Add to this 375,000,000 cubic feet of 
wood consumed for bridge and trestle 
work, timber and poles, and we have an 
aggregate of 1,800,000,000 cubic feet, 
which is equal to 3,100,000,000 cubic 
feet of round timber. It is estimated 
that to furnish this quantity «f timber 
one-fifth of the entire forest area of tha 
United States was denuded, and has 
not been replaced. 
On many mountain 


sides, through which railroads run, a 
luxuriant growth of timber formerly 
shaded the soil and nuraed springs 
which fed rivers; now the mountains 
are bare, and do not even grow grass or 
wild flowers. The trees have gone, ap- 
parently never to return. 


But this is not all, 
Tho normal life 


of a hardwood tie is seven years, that of 
a softwood tie four years. Thus, with- 
out taking into aocount the difference 
between hard and soft wood ties, the 
railroads of the United States will re- 
quire every year for maintenance of ties 
one-seventh 
of 495,000,000 ties, 
say 


70,000,000 ties, and 42,500,000 cubic 
feet of timber for bridges, poles, tres- 
tles, etc.; in ali, 254,600,000 cubic feet, 
in round numbers, for renewals. Be- 
sides this, if our increased mileage each 
year ia only 5,000 miles, and it is likely 
to bo much more, 51,100,000 cubic feet 
of timber will be required for new ties, 
bridge timber, poles, etc., making 305,- 
700,000 cnbio feet in all, equal to 500,- 
000,000 feet ot round timber. 
This is 


fully equal to the entire growth of new 
timber throughout the country, and 
leaves no timber for building purposes. 
It represents the entire product of 
300,000,000 acres of fertile foreit land. 


It ia evident that at this rate it is a 


mere question of a few years when the 
supply of timber will be exhausted and 
the United States, like Great Britain, 
will have to import lumber for construc- 
tion. There are two remedies. One is 
to rouse the railroads to the necessity of

Borne other material than wood for ties. 
The departmjut hns appealed to railroad 
managers throughout the country to get 
them to plant treep, but generally with- 
out success. An exception to the rulo 
has been the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, which has planted many thou- 
sands of eucalyptus, catalpa and other 
trees on lands adjacent to its lines, 
with generally satisfactory results. In 
California, in the counties west of the 
Sierra, the experiments have been uni- 
formly successful; on the Sierra the 
trees have not done so well, and in 
Arizona and New Meiico they have suf- 
fered, not as might have bean eip«ct«d 
from heat aud drought, but from frost. 
Some promising plantation in Arizona 
have been seriously injured by frost. 
But oil tha whole the plantations are 
thriving, and when other corporations 
may be distressed for want of ties, tho 
Southern Pacific will get nil it needs 
from its own grounds. 


Metal ties are in use ic Holland, 


Switzerland and parts of Germany, and 
though the first cost is greater than that 
of wooden tiss, the longer life of tha tie 
compensates for the greater initial out- 
lay. Iron lies last from thirty to fifty 
pesrs. Th«y should be not lesu than 
one hundred and twelve pounds in 
weight. 
The only road in America 


which uses them is the Mexican line 
from Vera Cruz to the City of Mexico. 
They are said to give entire satisfaction.
